With reference thereto, I take the

Gettysburg College Graduate Receivea 
Croix de Guerre.

Cross, but the French Cross of War

tysburg graduate in 1908, who was 
wwmled in France and recently dis­ 
charged from the service. He received 
a letter from the Commander-in-Chief 
of the French armies of the Eatft noti­ 
fying him thai he had been awarded 
the Croix de Guerre with palm for ex­ 
treme bravery in action near Nantil- 
lois, France, from September 26 to 30, 
1918. 
This award is the highest military

Washington, June 30—While Presi­
